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^annual  Report 

The  work  of  the  Association  for  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  successful  progress. 
The  lace  industry  itself  has  flourished,  and  some 
improvements  have  been  made  in  business  adminis- 
tration, A salesroom  has  been  opened  in  the 
Kennedy  Building,  289  Fourth  Avenue,  where  Miss 
Roper,  the  Office  Superintendent,  receives  and 
invoices  the  shipments  of  lace  from  the  schools, 
forwards  necessary  materials  to  them  and  attends 
to  the  sale  of  the  lace.  This  office  is  open  from 
nine  to  one  o’clock  daily,  and  from  two  to  four 
o’clock  every  day  except  Saturdays.  During  July 
and  August  the  office  will  be  closed.

The  systematizing  of  the  business  through  the 
agency  of  this  office  cannot  fail  to  be  of  benefit  to 
the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  salesroom  may  be 
patronized  by  the  members  of  the  Association  and 
their  friends,  as  not  only  will  there  be  on  hand  fin- 
ished work  for  sale,  but  also  specimens  from  which 
orders  can  be  taken. 
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The  Association  regrets  that  it  has  lost  the  ser- 
vices of  Mrs.  Welles  as  Secretary,  but  fortunately 
Miss  Mabel  Choate  has  consented  to  accept  the 
office. 

During  the  summer  Miss  Carter  made  her 
annual  visitation  of  the  schools,  accompanied  by 
the  Assistant  Manager,  Miss  Hemingway.  At  the 
schools  of  La  Jolla  and  Onondaga,  Miss  Carter 
started  the  cut  work  a year  ago,  and  already  from 
both  schools  excellent  examples  have  been  received. 
The  lacemakers  at  Mesa  Grande  have  been  with- 
out a teacher  for  some  years.  The  women  have 
continued,  however,  to  make  lace,  carrying  it  from 
time  to  time  over  the  mountains  to  La  Jolla  to 
receive  payment  for  the  finished  work  and  neces- 
sary materials  to  start  afresh.  Such  perseverance 
seemed  worthy  of  encouragement,  and  a lace 
teacher  has  been  appointed  to  that  station.  She 
finds  the  Indian  women  much  scattered  but  is  start- 
ing the  work  among  them,  and  has  also  the  nucleus 
of  a class  of  little  girls  of  the  tribe. 

After  many  years  of  faithful  service.  Miss 
Whipple  has  been  obliged  to  resign  her  duties  at 
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Birch  CooleQ  and  her  work  is  continued  by  Miss 
Salisbury,  who  has  been  her  associate  in  the  past.

Owing  to  the  payment  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  salaries  of  some  of  the  lace  teachers,  the 
Association  is  enabled  to  return  to  the  Brunot 
Emergency  Fund  the  sum  which  has  been  with- 
drawn from  the  fund  in  late  years. 

It  has  been  thought  proper  to  invest  the  fees 
of  life  members,  and  hold  the  investment  as  a Fund, 
of  which  the  interest  shall  constitute  a part  of  the 
Association’s  income,  and  the  principal  shall  be  used 
only  in  case  of  an  emergency,  or  when  an  expendi-

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ture  in  a permanent  improvement  (for  example,  a 
building)  may  become  necessary. 

At  the  request  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Social  Service,  an  exhibit  of  the  lace  was  sent 
through  them  to  the  International  Exposition  at 
Lieges,  Belgium. 

The  exhibit  was  interpreted  to  the  authorities 
by  Mr.  Tolman  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Service, 
and  was  awarded  a gold  medal  by  the  International 
Jury.  The  following  reference  to  the  exhibit  and 
to  the  Sybil  Carter  Indian  Lace  Industry  is  from 
the  New  York  Sun  of  September  17th,  1905.  “ Its 

work  is  the  teaching  of  lace-making  to  unem- 
ployed Indian  women  in  the  Northwest.  One 
beautiful  piece  of  work  exhibited  was  a lampshade 
valued  at  $100.00.  It  was  the  work  of  an  Indian 
woman,  and  while  she  has  copied  the  main  design 
from  a pattern  furnished  her,  a good  deal  of  the 
ornament  was  supplied  by  herself.  In  little  ovals 
she  has  worked  in  figures  of  an  Indian  girl  in  a 
canoe,  a girl  riding  a pony,  an  Indian  wigwam,  and 
other  typical  pictures.  The  piece  was  awarded  a 
gold  medal.” 
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Lace  sales  have  been  held  during  the  year  in 
New  York,  Cleveland,  Hartford,  Cincinnati,  Rich- 
field Springs,  Narragansett,  Lenox  and  other 
places.  The  total  sales  for  the  year  have  amounted 
to  over  $5,000. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  lace 
does  not  depend  for  its  sale  upon  the  charitable 
instinct  of  the  buyers,  but  that  it  finds  its  market, 
like  other  commodities,  through  its  intrinsic  excel- 
lence. As  an  evidence  of  this,  it  will  be  remembered 
that  in  open  competition  the  lace  received  gold 
medals  at  Paris  and  Buffalo,  and  the  Grand  Prize 
(the  highest  possible  award)  at  St.  Louis.  Expert 
opinion  has,  therefore,  been  unanimous  in  its  ap- 
proval of  the  quality,  and  the  spotless  condition  in 
which  the  lace  arrives  serves  to  indicate  that  the 
schools  inculcate  cleanliness  as  well  as  manual 
dexterity.  The  women  are  paid  as  each  bit  of  work 
is  finished  and  the  industry  offers,  therefore,  to 
these  isolated  Indian  women  immediate  payment, 
as  well  as  unlimited  opportunity  for  employment. 

It  is  an  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  that  it 
has  been  possible  to  find  Indian  women  competent

to  serve  as  assistant  lace  teachers ; and  the  Associ- 
ation has  been  enabled  to  enlarge  its  usefulness 
during  the  past  year  by  securing  the  services  of 
three  such  additional  assistants.  There  are  now 
five  Indian  women  engaged  in  teaching  the 
lace-making,  one  of  whom  is  in  sole  charge  of  a lace 
school.  The  work  is  valuable  to  the  women  in 
many  ways.  Apart  from  the  money  it  brings  them, 
which  is  most  sorely  needed,  the  lace-making  has 
proved  itself  an  educational  influence,  fostering 
habits  of  industry  and  perseverance,  and  apprecia- 
tion of  beauty  and  delicacy.  The  employment  is 
one  that  does  not  take  the  workers  away  from  their 
families;  on  the  contrary,  the  women  take  the  lace 
home,  and  thus  those  who  are  busy  with  the  care 
of  children  and  housekeeping  may  yet  have  a 
chance  to  earn  something  in  the  little  leisure  time 
that  is  theirs.
